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THE ARRL UNIVERSAL LOG 


Many radio amateurs keep a detailed log of their on-the- 
air activities. Such facilitates confirmation of QSL requests, 
investigation of potential TV/RFI complaints, and detection 
of unauthorized use of your call sign. A neat accurate log is 
a matter of personal pride with the active radio amateur. 


The ARRL Universal Log suits every type of amateur 
operation: DXing, contests, ragchews. The left-hand segment 
of the log sheet contains generally fixed information which 
is not subject to change between contacts. This includes 
DATE, FREQ, MODE, and POWER. Consult the inside 
cover for mode designation. The power should be indicated 
in watts output. 


The right-hand segment of the log sheet contains the 
variable items that will change from contact to contact. This 
includes TIME (UTC recommended and indicated on inside 
cover), call sign of the STATION WORKED, and RST 
REPORT SENT and RECEIVED. The TIME OFF column 
may also be used to log EXCHANGE information for state 
QSO Parties and contests or to log ITU/CQ Zone or grid 
locator. This column is located adjacent to the REPORT 
RECEIVED to facilitate this multi-purpose use. Otherwise, 
the station operator may use this column to log TIME OFF 
for ragchews and casual contacts. The COMMENTS column 
may be used for QTH, NAME, and QSL information, or any 
other information that the operator wishes to note. The 
COMMENTS column should also be used to indicate any 
variation from the standard information required on the inside 
cover. A checkmark will indicate QSL sent and received. 


Be sure to fill out the information on the inside cover. 


LOG REQUIREMENTS 


There is no longer any requirement that radio amateurs 
keep a record of their operations in a station logbook. On 
an individual basis the FCC may require a record of station 


operations to assure compliance with its rules. Information 
pertaining to special operations such as repeater, auxiliary and 
remote control still have to be kept as station records. Consult 
ARRL’s FCC Rule Book for details. 


We are still encouraged to keep records of our operations. 
This is especially true of experiments and activities that may 
contribute to the state-of-the-art. There are practical as well 
as sentimental reasons for keeping a log. The following 
information may be entered: 


1) The call sign of the station, the signature of the station 
licensee, or a photocopy of the station license. 


2) The locations and dates upon which fixed operation 
of the station was initiated and terminated. If applicable, the 
location and dates upon which portable operation was 
initiated and terminated at each location. 


3) The date and time periods the control operator for 
the station was other than the station licensee, and the 
signature and primary station call sign of that control 
operator. 


4) A notation of third-party traffic sent or received 
including names of all third parties, and a brief description 
of the traffic content. 


AVAILABILITY OF LICENSE 


You must have your original license (or a photocopy) 
with you when you are operating mobile, portable, or guest- 
operating at another station. At your own station location 
you may post your license (or a photocopy) near the operating 
position in lieu of having it on your person. A convenient 
place is provided on the inside cover of this logbook for 
attaching a photocopy of your license. If you are guest- 
operating, you must have available for inspection the station 
license (or a photocopy) for that station, in addition to your 
own operator’s license.

ARRL RECOMMENDED PRECEDENCES 


Please observe the following ARRL provisions for PRECEDENCES in connection with written message traffic. These provisions are designed 
to increase the efficiency of our service both in normal times and in emergency. 


Precedences 
EMERGENCY 


PRIORITY 


WELFARE 


ROUTINE 


Any message having life and death urgency to any person or group of persons, which is transmitted by Amateur Radio 
in the absence of regular commercial facilities. This includes official messages of welfare agencies during emergencies 
requesting supplies, materials or instruction vital to relief of stricken populace in emergency areas. During normal times, 
it will be very rare. On CW/RTTY, this designation will always be spelled out. When in doubt, do not use it. 

Use abbreviation P on CW/RTTY. This classification is for a) important messages having a specific time limit b) official 
messages not covered in the emergency category c) press dispatches and emergency-related traffic not of the utmost 
urgency d) notice of death or injury in a disaster area, personal or official. 

This classification, abbreviated as W on CW/RTTY, refers to either an inquiry as to the health and welfare of an 
individual in the disaster area or an advisory from the disaster area that indicates all is well. Welfare traffic is handled 
only after all emergency and priority traffic is cleared. The Red Cross equivalent to an incoming Welfare message is 


DWI (Disaster Welfare Inquiry). 


Most traffic in normal times will bear this designation. In disaster situations, traffic labeled Routine (R on 
CWI/RTTY) should be handled last, or not at all when circuits are busy with higher precedence traffic. 


NOTE: The precedence always follows the message number. For an example, a message number may be 207 R on CW and ‘‘Two Zero Seven 
Routine” on phone.

License Renewal Information 


1) To renew your license, complete FCC Form 610 (available 
from ARRL HQ; SASE, please) being careful not to miss any 
applicable boxes or blanks that apply. Type or print neatly in 
pen. Only June 1984 and later editions of FCC Form 610 may 
be used. 

2) Remember to attach a photocopy (or the original) of your 
license to the Form 610. 

3) Mail your application to FCC, PO Box 1020, Gettysburg, 
PA 17326. There is no fee for renewing an amateur license. 

4) Application to renew should be made approximately 90 days 
before expiration; however, renewal can be applied for at any 
time during the term of the license. 

5) It’s a good idea to retain a copy of your application as proof 
of filing before the expiration date of your license. If you filed 
before the license expiration date, you may continue to operate

The FCC allows a 5-year grace period, after the expiration date, 
for licenses with a 5-year term. (Note that the new ten-year term 
licenses, which have been issued since January 1984, have only 
a 2-year grace period before both the license and the call sign 
expire.) After two years of the grace period have elapsed, you 
will lose your call sign and be assigned a new one. 

7) If you are simply modifying your license (change of address, 
for example), you must also fill out Form 610. Incidentally, your 
license will also be automatically renewed at this time. 

8) If you have any questions or problems, drop a note to the 
Regulatory Information Department, ARRL HQ.
